ANCE OF PETITION 
W ith 870 eligible names on the 
recall petition of Mayor George A 
Cain as submitted by Mrs. E. T. 
Fleener, city clerk, the city council 
took action on the recall last night 
by placing the date of the mayoralty 
election on June 21, the day of the 
prim ary election. 
Those who voted in favor of the 
recall were: Aldermen W. J. Lyonais, 
V. E. Quanstrom, C. H. Elvis, W. E. 
Lewis, 
V. 
F. 
Anderson, 
Andrew 
Wesley, Ernest Ritari, R. H. Paine. 
Alderman Martin Anderson voted no 
and Alderman C. G. Holmstrom ask 
ed to be excused from voting. 
About 150 citizens were in attend­ 
ance at the meeting. 
City Attorney 
ll. H. Fullerton was asked to read 
th e petition. 
"The charter" he stated "provides 
th a t the city clerk within ten days 
of the filing of a petition asking for 
the recall of the mayor must com­ 
pare the list with the poll list at the 
last municipal election and certify 
th a t the names on the petition are 
eligible 
voters. 
Mrs. 
Fleener 
has 
examined the lists and found that 
870 eligible voters were listed on 
the 
petition. .There 
were 
3,317 
votes cast at the preceeding election. 
Section 28 of the city charter calls 
for a recall, section 20 B. for the 
petition itself and the 25 percent of 
voters required to sign a petition to 
give the petition legs to stand on. 
The number of eligible voters requir­ 
ed is 830. 
The charter also states 
th a t the council must set a date for 
the election not less than 30 days 
not more than 40 days from the tune 
presented to the council. 
Section 20 
E. provides th a t the present mayor 
be a candidate unless he signifies his 
intention of not being one, and, oth­ 
er candidates, to be nominated as in 
any other regular election.” 
"I would like to ask the c ^ y ait, 
torney if the council are to decide 
on whether th e charges in the peti­ 
tion against th e mayor are true,” 
asked Alderman M artin Anderson. 
"The council are not required to 
pass on the merits of the petition,” 
replied City Attorney Fullerton. 
"According to my idea of reading 
the 
city 
charter,” 
said 
Alderman 
Anderson, "this council should act 
like a jury and pass on whether the 
charges in the petition against the 
mayor are true or not.” 
"The charter provides that the 
b o d y of the petition for recall be 
printed in the daily newspaper and 
also a statem ent from the mayor,” 
explained Mr. Fullerton.

Anderson— "I 
want 
lo 
know if there are any members of 
the council who signed the petition, 
Mrs. Fleener.” 
Mrs. Fleener— "There are some 1,- 
200 names. 
I can’t tell.” 
Mayor Cain— "I believe that Ald­ 
erman Paine signed it.” 
Martin Anderson— "I believe that 
anyone on the city council who sign­ 
ed the petition should not be allow­ 
ed to vote on this question in the 
city council. 
I also want to know 
if petitions are legal if they were 
signed on 
Sunday. 
I don't know 
how many there were who signed on 
Sunday but I do know that there 
were some. 
There are ways that the 
mayor 
could 
put 
an 
injunction 
against the council to stop this.” 
Alderman 
Paine 
spoke 
up— "I 
signed the petition.” 
City Attorney Fullerton— “I don’t 
think that the signing of the peti­ 
tion disqualifies an alderman from 
acting 
in 
the 
m atter.” 
I 
would 
like to make it plain through the 
press th a t this city council does not 
pass on the merits of the alleged 
statem ents contained in the petition 
bu t that they are required by the 
charter to set a date for the elec- 
^ tion.’

Despite charges th at his 
brother, Robert, did the 
shooting, 
Scott was convicted and sentenced to 
hang.

Three times death dates were set, 
but each time a last minute reprieve 
was granted. 
The last time a sanity 
commission found Scott was insane. 
Since then charges have been made 
that Scott has recovered his sanity, 
is normal, therefore should pq£r witji 
his life for killing Maurer. * 


When the motion was put before 
the council, the date for the elec­ 
tion was set for June 21.

GREATEST ENEMY TO SAFETY, 
THE WIND, HAS 
ABATED 
Duluth, May 18. — (UP) — The 
north woods of Minnesota were dark 
today with the haze of countless for­ 
est fires, some of which threatened 
destruction to a number of towns. 
Anxious rangers were cheered early 
today by the sight of the vast clouds 
of smoke from the 
forest 
drifting 
straight upward, evidence that the 
greatest enemy to safety, a 
wind, 
was absent. 
However, the woods continued in 
a dangerous condition. 
No rain was 
promised and the dry, inflammable 
brush and timber threatened to con­ 
tinue to flame along a dozen fronts. 
A number of settlements were in the 
direct path of the fires. 
Along the shores of Lake Superior 
were burning the most serious fires. 
One of them has attacked the town 
of Cramer on a three 
mile 
front, 
burning the Cramer town hall and 
other buildings. 
South of Cramer the towns of F in ­ 
land 
and 
Beaver 
Bay 
anxiously 
awaited the events of the day for the 
flames are creeping in their direc­ 
tion. 
Between 50 and 60 fires, most 
of 
them under control, were raging this 
morning. 


1,800 MEN 
FIGHTING FIRES 


St. Paul, May 18— W ith 1,800 men 
fighting forest fires which are sweep­ 
ing the woods of northern Minneso­ 
ta, the state executive council today 
voted an additional appropriation of 
$15,000 to combat the situation. 
The high wind that fed the flames 
Monday has abated and a better? con* 
trol of the fires is anticipated', ac# 
cording to reports to the state fores­ 
try service. 
However, humidity is 
dangerously low and rain is sorely 
needed in the stricken districts. 
'Thus far, the, most serious damage 
by the flames has been at Cramer, 
in Lake county. 
There the town 
hall, a lumber mill and other build­ 
ings were destroyed when the fire in­ 
vaded the town. 
The terrified popu­ 
lation was driven into open country, 
but the fire’s advance was checked. 
Fires of serious proportions are re­ 
ported north of Cloquet, near Hib­ 
bing, south of Moose Lake, near Park 
Rapids, Brainerd, Bemidji, south of 
Warroad, east of Duluth and along 
the north shore of Lake Superior. 
Fire fighters deserted all manner 
of employment to join in the battle 
against the common enemy. In many 
districts, rural schools 
have 
been 
suspended. 
Older pupils are help­ 
ing the volunteers.

Opposing forces on farm relief legis­ 
lation In the house will be given the 
first indication today of the extent 
of their strength.

Friday’s executions will be the sec­ 
ond time Nevada has made 
use of 
lethal Kus. A Chinese died three years 
ugo In the same manner. 
Murderers 
since then have drawn life sentences, 
many Nevadans deploring 
the gas 
method of execution. 
The death chamber stands alone in 
the center of the yard. On one side is 
a glass panel, through which official 
spectators 
witness 
the 
execution. 
Within Randolph and Jukich will be 
strapped to iron bars and the hydro­ 
cyanic gas turned on. One breath of 
it will cause instant death. 
Then the gas is turned off and the 
doors opened. 
The dead 
men 
will 
hang by their straps until the room 
is cleared sufficiently to permit their 
being cut down with safety.

In explain ing the many duties of 
a dentist, Dr. Ribbel emphasized the 
fact that u dentist must have cer­ 
tain 
ch aracter 
qualities 
honesty, 
consideration for the welfare of his 
patients, clean habits, a mechanical 
trend of mind, the desire to work 
w ith tile hands and, above all, a love 
for the work itself rallier than its 
possible gains— to be successful 
in 
his work. 
Dr. Ribbed is of th e opinion that 
a student is capable of working his 
way through 
school, thus meeting 
financial needs, especially a 
heavy 
tuition fee. 
The University of Min­ 
nesota offers one of the best courses 
in the United States and is preferred 
to tile smaller schools of dentistry 
The tuition lei- lor resident students 
is $60 for a quarter, non-resident 
about $70 and the tools, in strum ents 
and books necessary 
for 
such 
course cost about $400 for the entire 
course. 
Two courses are offered 
in 
the 
University of Minnesota: the first a 
five-year course consisting 
of 
one 
year in academic work 
and 
four 
years in 
preparative study. 
The 
second includes three years of acad­ 
emic work and four years of study 
leading to a B. A. degree as well as 
a D. D. S.. 
The present tendency is 
toward a course leading to th e de­ 
grees of M. D. and D. D S. 
The field is open to girls who wish 
to become g ra d u a te dental 
nurses, 
specializing iii such branches as child 
dentistry, 
and 
prophylactic 
tr e a t ­ 
ment work. 
Two years of a Univer­ 
sity course are necessary, costing iii 
all about $25 per q u a rte r in tuition 
fees and $60 for books and instru­ 
m ents for the entire course. 
The m in im u m am ount of money 
usually needed to set up in independ 
em practice is $2 ,0 0 0 . 
Dr. Ribbel gave as the rlisadvan 
tages of the profession the confining 
n a t u re of the work, and th e contact 
with the unhealthy.

An enthusiastic crowd 
attended 
Mr. Sliaumberg’s talk 011 chemistry 
given at 8:80 Friday morning. 
Mr. S haum berg first defined sci­ 
ence as the investigation of 
tru th 
and the foundation of pure k n o w ­ 
ledge of tile natural 
forces 
which 
underlie all h u m a n progress. 
Since 
chemistry influences every phase of 
life it is one of th e most interesting 
fields anyone can enter. 
The 
chemists are 
divided 
into 
three majo r groups: the first, chem ­ 
ists engaged iii finding new 
know ­ 
ledge and new tr u t h ; second, ch e m ­ 
ists concerned with developing the 
existing institutions; such as a g r i ­ 
culture and medicine; 
and 
third, 
chemists who make public the k n o w ­ 
ledge th rough teaching. 
All of the 
branches have specialists. 
At present there ar *1 about tw e n ­ 
ty-two thousands recognized 
chem ­ 
ists in the country with tin* United 
States employing one 
thousand 
in 
her p rin tin g offices, 
mines, 
mints, 
d epartm ent of agriculture, 
d e p a rt­ 
ment of war and depa rtm ent of the 
navy. 
A college education is necessary to 
become a chemist and along 
with 
chemistry work a readin g knowledge 
of F rench and German Is required. 
It is wise to take 
every 
available 
branch of chemistry, so a course iii 
biology, physics 
and 
m ath em atics 
are beneficial. 
A young chemist us­ 
ually begins as an assistant of an 
experienced chemist. 
This work in ­ 
cludes ca ring for the working ap p ar­ 
atus, etc. When one begins research 
work a doctor’s degree 
is 
almost 
necessary for real excellence. 
Most 
large concerns, such as Hour mills 
and factories of various sorts, have 
their own chemists. 
These chemists 
occupy a very im portant position in 
the factory, so their wages are high 
or they have a draw ing account on 
the firm, thus p u ttin g 110 limit to 
their income. 
Most young chemists 
begin with one hundred twenty-five 
dollars and up. 
A person must have patience, ac­ 
curacy, m ental alertness, must 
be 
neat, and must not be afraid of work 
iii order to become a first-class chem­ 
ist. 
A chemist is practically inde­ 
pendent, is his own boss, and is the 
only one wilt) knows a great deal 
about his experiments and work. 
Mr. Scliaumberg expressed his re­ 
gret that so few of the upper class­ 
men of B. IU S. are ta king chemistry 
and feels that it should be of in te r­ 
est to us all. 
MR. ROY THOMPSON 
Mr. Thompson, ranger at large of 
Minnesota, gave a vocational gu id ­ 
ance talk on forestry Tuesday m orn­ 
ing from 8:3 0 to 9 in the main as­ 
sembly. 
The topic was presented in 
bree divisions: first, forest ran g in g 
fir*-.-; em phasized); second, conimer- 
'ial forestry; and third, by-products 
if tile forest. 
Special note was giv­ 
in to the fact that most of the work 
of a forest ranger is extinguishing 
and preventing forest fires. The rest 
>f the time is spent in surveying and 
estimating the value of government 
timber land. 
The commercial side 
if forestry. Mr. Thompson stated, is 
he most profitable of all branches. 
This division 
includes 
lumbering. 
paper and artificial silk m anufacfur- 
ng. 
A man usually enters the busi­ 
ness “on his o w n ; ” therefore possi­ 
bilities 
of 
advancement 
have 
no 
limit. The third division, the manu- 
:acture of by-products, is the most 
nteresting. 
This includes the mak- 
ng of tu rpentine, dyes, rosin, etc. 
Mr. Thompson marie clear that a spe- 
ial course in college is the most de­ 
sirable for preparation in the fore-- 
ry field. 
In order to be successful 
n forestry one must love n a t u re and 
lUtdoor life, must be content 
with 


very high sum. this, of course, de­ 
pending upon the ability of the in­ 
dividual. 
Mr. Thompson 
brought 
out the fact that th e field of fores­ 
try was open to young 
women 
as 
well as young men and that Minne­ 
sota now employs three girls to spot 
fires from towers.
